Sy ai) focial Liberty, there is nothing more 
lary for the Security and Prefervation of that Happi- 
net, than a due Di/pofal of all Public Offices and Employ- 
ments; for when the Governors or Magiftrates fhew no 
Regard to Merit, Service, or Capacity ; when they beftow 
ill the Offices and Places in their Gift upon their owa Re- 
lations, menial Servants, Pimps, or Buffoons, the Public 
Service will of Courfe fuffer by the Incapacity, Negligence, 
w Avarice, of thofe employed ; and the leaft Public Mis- 
prtune will drive the People to Defpair, and make them 
rfolve to chufe for themfelves an ab/olute Sovereign. 





We may find many Examples in Hiftory for confirming 
ie Truth of this Maxim, and the late Revolution in the 
Government of the United Provinces is a new one, which 
well deferves the Attention of every Man, who has any 
Share in the Government of Great Britain. The Stadt- 
lider of the United Provinces is not, I know, by their 
Conftitution, an ab/olute Sovereign, and the natural Juftice 
ind Mildnefs of the prefent Prince of Orange is fuch, that 
fom him they have nothing to fear ; but they have already 
wed him with fuch Prerogatives as may enable fome one 
of his Succeffors to render their fupreme Affembly, called 
the States General, as fubmiffive as ever the Senate of Rome 
was to the arbitrary Will of their tyrannical Emperors ; 
which a People, fo jealous of their Liberties as the Dutch 
we, would never have-done, if they had not been drove to 
itby the felfith Conduét of the late Governors of their Re- 
peblic in the Difpofal of Offices, and the Danger they were 
&pofed to by the French Invafion. 


This felfith Difpofal of all Offices and Employments in the 
Public Service, we are in a great Meafure guarded againft 
by our Conftitution ; becaufe the King has the fole and ab- 


and Navy, and of moft of thofe in our Civil Government. 
Our great Officers of State in their feveral Departments 
te, "tis true, allowed to recommend, and itis fit it fhould 
kfo, but the King may chufe whether he will take their 
Recommendation, and he ought to refule it, when he finds 
to be in Favour of fome Relation, menial Servant, 
Emp, or Buffoon, without any Regard to the Merit, Ca- 
tity, or Public Services of the Perfon fo recommended. 


Conftitution, but this Security we may be deprived of by 
thofe who in all other Refpetts are appointed as the Guard- 
tans of onr Liberties: 1 mean the Members of our two 
Houfes of Parliament. As in all the great Affairs of Go- 
vernment, the King muft have the Concurrence of our Two 
Houfes of Parliament, it is abfolutely neceffary for him to 
gain and preferve the Friendfhip and Affeclion of a Ma- 
jority in each ; but if the Members of both Houfes fould 
become /o /elfyh and fo regardle/s of the Public Good, that the 
King can hold their Friendfhip and Affe€tion by no other 
Tenure than that of facrificing the Public Service to the 
Ambition and Avarice of them, their Relations, menial 
Servants, Pimps and Buffoons, he muft give up, or make 
very little Ufe of that Prerogative, which is our Security 
againft a f/f and mal-Difpofal of all public Offices and 
Employments. 


If ever this fhould unfortunately happen to be our Cafe, 
no Merit, no Public Service, no Degree of Capacity, would 
be of Effeét for recommending a Man to any Commiffion 
or Preferment in our Navy or Army, or to any Place or 
Office in our Civil Government : Nothing could be of any 
Effect for this Purpofe, but his being a Member, or the 
Relation, fayourite Servant, Pimp or Buffoon, of one who 
is a Member of one of other of our Two Houfes of Parlia- 
ment; and the certain Confequence of this would be an 
univerfal Negleét and Sacrifice of the Public Service: No 
Man would be at the Pains to qualify himfelf properly for 
ferving his Country in any Capacity, nor would any Man 
heartily and diligently exert his Talents in that Service : 
Our Fleets and our Armies would be commanded by cow- 
ardly or ignorant Officers ; and all the Pofts in our Civil 
Government would be filled either with fuch as had no Ca- 
pacity, or fuch as made no other Ufe of their Capacity 
than to cheat and defraud the Public. 


This, I fay, would be the Confequence, and this Con- 
fequence could not be prevented either by the beit of Kings 
or the wileft of Minifters; for if the King fhould begin to 
exert his Prerogative in the Difpofal of Public Offices and 
Employments, by fhewing no Regard to any Suit or Re- 
commendation, unlefs founded upon the Merit or Capacity 
of the Candidate or Perfon recommended, he would of 
Courfe forfeit the Friendfhip and Affeftion of fuch Mem- 
bers of Parliament, and could not then expe& their Con- 
currence, let his Meafures be ever fo wile, or ever fo ne- 
ceffary for the Public Good. And if any Minifler fhould 
be bold enough to give fuch an Advice to his Mafler, the 
Confequence would be, a Combination of a great Number 
of the Members of the Two Houfes againft him, who 
would probably have the Affurance to tell their Sovereign, 
You suai difmifs fuch a Miniffer from your Service. 


Suppofe then a good, a wife, and a juft King upon the 
Throne ; fuppofe fuch a felfith Parliament in Being ; and 
fuppofe our Nobility and Gentry fo corrupt and felfith, that 
the King could not expeét to mend himfelf by a Diffolution ; 
fhould not we have great Reafon to dread the Confequence ? 
If in fuch Circumftances any public Misfortune fhould hap- 
pen, or if the Nation should find itfclf expofed to fome im- 
minent foreign Danger by the Cowardicé; Imprudenee, En- 
capacity, or Mifconduét, of thofe who had thus forced

Thank God! we have at prefent no fuch Danger to ap- 
prehend ; for thofe who at prefent have the Honour to be 
Members of either Houfe of Parliament, have fo true a 
Regard to the Public Good, that no Favour can tempt them 
to approve o any bad Mealure in Parliament, nor can any 
Refufal from a Minifler,-no-nor any Injury or Indignity 
put upon them by a Miniter, tempt them to oppofe thofe 
Meafures that tend to promote the Happine§% or fecure the 
Tranquillity of their Country ; and as to their Recommen- 
dations to Offices or Employments, they have never fhewn a 
Regard to any thing but the Merit and Capacity of the 
Perfons they recommend. If they have any Pimps, Buf- 
foons, or favourite Servants, they take Care to reward them, 
as they ought to do, ottof their own private Fortunes only ; 
for none fuch are to be met with in our Fleets or Armies, 
or in any Office belonging to our Civil Government ; and 
as to their Relations, we can find none of them in any 
Tra which they are not fully qualified for executing, and 
which havé not well merited by their former Services to 
their Countiy. 


Thefe Remarks, therefore, f have made, not with any 
View of correfting what is pafied, but with the View of 
giving a Caution to our Minifersand Members of Parlia- 
ment, not to fall into the fame Errov with the late Gover- 
nors of the Dutch Republic, left it thould be attended with 
an Fffict more pernicious and equally furprifing.

BOSTON, March 14 
Extra& of a Letrer from Sylvanus Carr, Commander 
of the John and William, who failed from this Pors 
the rft of December alt. 
St. Chrillopher’s, Jan. 22, 1747-8 
“ The 28ch of Dec. in Lat.17, 5 about 13 Leagues 
to Windward of Antigaa, about half an Hour alter 
Twelve, Capt. Cirtel, in a French Privateer Sloop, en- 
gaged us with long Shor, and held it till Two o’Clock, 
then boarded us with 60 odd Hands, he having betore 
received three Shor between Wind and Water ; asthe 
Sloop twung along fide, we fent three round, and two 
double-headed Shor into her.————-She had § Carriage 
and 14 Swivel Guns, and 120 Men. As as foonas fhe 
received the crofs and round Shor, fhe immediately 
fheered off, leaving the 60 odd Men aboard of us, with 
their Muskers, &c. We then tock ro our Clofe-Quar- 
ters, and had Work enough till berween Eight and 
Nioe at Night, when they called tor Quarters; where 
upon we ordered them to hand io their Arms with their 
Muzzles to themfelves ; and as foon as we had them all 
delivered, as Mr. Brown handed them in, I had them 
all bound faft, being 29 of the Enemy, and 21 fine 
Negro Slaves.—Our Fight would not have been fo 
long had the 2d Mave done his Duty in the Forecaftle, 
who hsd four Men with him that never fired a Gun the 
whole Fime of the Engagemenr, nor blew off his Pow- 
der Chefts. Mr. John Brown, Chief Mate, and El- 
nathan Enyres, the Carpenter, par.icularly, and in ge 
neral all abatr, behaved very well, and fonght Jike 
Men. When we went on the Deck we found 7 of 
the Enemy dead, and miny mach wounded.—Th 
The Ship was much damaged, her Deck and Rigg 
cut to Pieces, and abour 200 Shor Holes in our Sail 
We arrived at Anrigua the 30th of December.——— 
Mr. Dunbar ha: claimed the Negroes for the Kings 
Ined at t2001.
